REACHING TERMINATION 
IN BIG RUSSIAN VICTORY 


Russians Reported to be Moving Along Various Roads 
Down Southern Slopes Towards Plains of Hungary— 
First Phase of Woevre Battle Apparently at End and 
Next Move Depends on General Joffre—German Sub- 
marines Again Active, Sinking Three More Ships.

LONDON, April 12.—-With the cap- 
ture by the ussians of almost all the 
main chain of ‘mountains, the battle 
of the Carpathians, which has lasted 
upwards of eighty days. te o yparently 


reaching a termination over one @X- 
tensive front and: the Russians are 
said to tbe moving at various points 


by railways and roads and along the 
rivers and gatreams down the southern 
slopes towards the plains of Hungary 

This movement, if it continues Suc- 
coseful, will, in the view of the Rus- 
sian military authorities, compel the 
retirement with little or no fighting 
of the Austrians and Germans who 
are still north of the Canpathians, to 


the east of Uzsok pase and in eastern 
Galicia and Bukowina, 

The ‘haitle which has been. such 
successfully conducted by the Rus- 


slans was from all accounts, one of 
the flercest of the war, and the man- 
ner in which the Russians overcame 
the diMeculty of mountain fighting in 
mid-winter has ‘been the subject of 
praise by those who witneseed the op- 
erations or are acquainted with the 
country traversed, 
Interest In Joffre's Next Move. 

The first phase of the battle of the 
Woevre. apparently has come to an 
end and interest now cent’*s on the 
next move of General Jo.ce, the 
French commander, in his effort to 
compel the Germans to release their 
hold on St, Miblel at that part of the 
plain of the Woevre inctnded tn their 
wedge. The capture of Les Mparges 
was, in the opinion of British mill- 
tarv erities, a long step jn the direc- 
tion desired by the ailies, but they 
place even more tmportance: on the 
advance from Regenville toward ‘Thi- 
enncourt ag the latter town is a rail- 
way centre from which the force at 
St. Mihiel draws its supplies This 
battle has not as yel proved the pre- 
lude to a general offensive in the 
west, ns Was expected, This is pro- 
hably due to the fact that instead of 
moving the troqps from other pol) 
alone the line to assist the army of 
the Woeyre the Germans have brought 
their reinforcements from he interior 
of Germany, or jperhapsa rom the 
eastern front and consequently the sit- 
nation remains comparatively quiet on 
the western front, 

German Submarines Active. 

German’ submarines have again 
been showing netivity, and beside the 
relief steamer Harpalyce, which was 
tonpedoed, they have attacked since 
Saturday night the British liner Way- 
farer, the French steamer Frederi¢ 
ranek, and the littte steamer Pres- 
ident.

PRENCH REPORT, 

PARIS, fu London, April 12, 
(11,50 p.m.)——The following official 
communication was tssued this even- 
ing: 

‘At Lea Ppariwes, during the night 
of April 11-12, after a somewhat se- 
vere cannonade and riffle fire, the Ger- 
mans.at 4.80 o'clock this morning de- 
livered a counter attack, but were re- 
pulsed. In the wood of Atlly and in 
the region of MPilrey there were vi 
lent artillery actions, but no Infantry 
Ongagements. In the forest of Le Pre- 
tre at about § o'clock yesterday even- 
ing, an attempted attack by the en- 
emy on the northwestern part of the 
‘Quart-En-Reserve’ was easily repuis- 
ed, 

“In Courle today we drove the Ger- 
mans from a section of a trench line 
Whieh they had previously captured, 
and in which they had succeeded in 
holding their ground, During the 
night of April 11-12, about 1.20 o'clock 
in the morning, a German dirigible 
airship dropped seven bombs on Nan-

cy. One of these fell near the clvil- 
jan hospital, and another near a 
school — Two fires were caused by 
the ‘bombs, but they were promptly 


extinguished.” 
RUSSIAN REPORT, 


PETROGRAD, vin London, April 
12.—(iMidnight.)-—The following of- 
ficial statement from general head- 


quarters was issued tonight: 

“To the west of the middle Niemen 
there Were isolated engagements yes- 
terday, Near Ossowetz and in the re- 
gion of Rdvabno, and between the 
Pissn and Omuleff rivers, there were 
artillery duels, An attack by the 
Germans against the village of Sza- 
frank! failed. In the Carpathians In 
the direction of Rostohl on April 10, 
We repulsed by our five at short range 
large forces of the enemy which were 
repentedly attacking us. We made 
some jprogress and in so doing devel- 
oped a violent battle in the region of 
the Uzsok pass, which the enemy still 
holds, We captured here three guns 
and about 700 jprisoners. 

“In the direction of the Stry river 
we repulsed attacks on the Rosochacz- 
Oravozil-Koziouwa-Rozanka front, in- 
flicting enoOrmbus losses on the enemy. 
The enemy have height 992 since Ap- 
ril 9 but Koziowa and the adjoining 
positions remain in our hands, In the 
other sections there has been*no es- 
sential change.”’ 


BIG EXPLOSION IS

Germans Mystified By New Method 
OF Dealing With Enemy Submarines 


(By F. A. MoKenzie Through Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, April 12—The intense anger over the loss of 
the U29 and her commander, ‘our immortal Wennigen,’’ is 
undoubtedly largely due to the German mystification over the 
new British methods of dealing with German submarines, 

These methods, somewhat outlined in a reeent cable, are 
evidently growing effective, by the authorities keeping abso- 
lutely silent concerning them here, content to let results speak 
for themselves, 

Unquestionably, however, the Germans are bringing into 
service increasing numbers of submarines of size, power and 
capacity never before known and carrying much greater stocks 
of torpedoes, 

Exact details are unobianiable here concerning the real 
significance of the German cruiser activity off the west Nor- 
wegian coast. It has been open knowledge that some such 
move was expected and the general belief is that the German 
eruiser squadron, ineluding the vessels badly damaged in a 
former battle, now repaired, attempted to rush our northern 
protecting guard for a double purpose, in order to raid British 
shipping and divert a large portion of the British fleet. thus 
rendering an attack by the main German fleet possible. 
Everything indicates that this attempt failed,
